cent. Growers in 1931 must expect 
to find a continuance of this up- 
ward trend in acreage. 

Early cabbage prospects are for 
a considerably larger yield than 
last, in which case prices are like- 
ly to open at a lower level. The fall 
tomato acreage in Florida” and 
Texas is expected to be about 80 
Per cent greater than last season, 
and 32 per cent greater than the 
average for the last two season 
Unless the 1931 watermelon acre- 
age is less than last season, ` re- 
turns may be as unsatisfactory. 
With 1930 acreage 16 per cent less 
than the 1929 crop prices averaged 
only slightly higher. 

Porto Rico is . planting more 
Winter vegetables, but the acreage 
there is still small.

HOW POWER WAS 


TAKEN TO FARMS 


|Story of A Youth’s’ Vision | 
Realized In Creation | 
Of Oliver Tractor 


To the average person driving 
along the highway, who sees al 
farmer in the field guiding a trac- | 
tor, there is little to interest him; | 
to the man who farms, the picture | 
is different. There is color, activ 
ity and keep interest—it holds a | 
romance, the love of the soil, and 
its pcssibilities. 

To this romance can be traced 
the beginning of our present day 
tractors, for it was years ago 

(July 4th, 1870) that there was, 
|born on a farm home out in 
Charles City, Iowa, a boy who 
early in his "teens trudged down 
the long furrows of western 4ields 
[behind the walking plow, who| 
drove horses in a circle to operate | 
a horsepower thresher, and 
| caught the vision of greater things 
for the farm. 

It was this same boy who 
[dreamed of mechanical power to 
relieve the burden on man's mus- | 
cles, as well as beast. Driven by 
his dream he set to work and con- 
structed a small home-made en- 
gine that he made work and later 
|demonstrated, but little did 
Charles W. Hart realize what this 
| would mean to him in later life. 

In 1892 he met; at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, another Charle: 
in the personage of Charles H 
Parr. Here their acquaintan 
grew to a warm friendship that 
found them mutually 
along kindred lines. With a fir 
conviction of their dreatns of 
gas engine to lighten burdens, 
they succeeded in securing the 
[sanction of University authorities 
for research work, and soon there- 
after developed the first engine of | 
gas type that worked perfectly 
and was later sold. After their| 
graduation, these two farm boys 

launched into their contribution of 
Power to the farms of the world. 
| First came their Hart-Parr 
stationary unit, early in 1898; an 
[oil cooled engine that continued in 

se over twenty years. With 
small factory, they continued, 
|to increase their sales to the ex: 
tent that demand for more room 
became a necessity; larger facil- 
ities were also required,, which 

they sought in vain in the little 
[college town, but, Charles Hart 
remembering the encouragement 
he received gs a boy, app 
his attorney friend, C. D. Ellis, of 
Charles City, and a factory ‘site 
building and equipment, with his 
aid was established. Here it was 
that the first gas traction engine 
ever built, rolled out in 1900-1901 
to take its place on a near-by farm 
and perform work and relieve the 
conditions of which he had dream- 
ed, as a boy.
